“From time to time proposals have 
bedp put forward fora short naval 
lo coyering new cofstruction ‘and 
distributing the burden of a consider- 
able increase in armaments over a 
perlod of years, This policy has hith- 
ert@ been discountenanced® by the ad- 
miralty and hag found little favor with 
chancellors of ‘the éxchequer, the main 
objection being that the rapid de- 
velopment of the science of naval ar- 
chitecture tends more and more to 
shorten the “‘life’ of the modern 
warship. 

“A short Ican would tend more and 
More to extravagance in the construc- 
tion program with the result that be- 
fore it had been paid for most of its 
ships would be out of date and fit for 
the scrap heap. Under the present 
poliey of paying for new constructions 
out ,of annual revenue no more new 
ships are laid down than arc abso- 
lutely necessary to meet the needs of 
the Immediate’ use with resultant 
eccnomy in construction. 

“Germany is carrying out her am- 
bitious program of naval construction 
largely by loan, and to keep pace in 
an adequate ratio already taxes the 
resources of the taxpayer of the Un- 
ited Kingdom. Were ' Germany tw 
further extend her building program, 
which just now has reached the great- 
est expansion contemplated by her 
havy law, Britain might be compelled
